For his MajeRties ſafe returne from Scorland, 


He long and generall griefe, and ſorrow the 

Subjects of this Iland have labourcd under, by 

their Soveraignes tedious abſerice is acquain- 
tec 4114 familijar,to every apright Eliſh breaft,and e- 
vcry Loyall Subje cannor but bee affrighted at rhe 
dangerous divorcements of their loving and doſerving 
Prince. For how can the Spoule rejoyce when the 
Bridegroome is wanting,or the Family be ſecure,where 
their contiouall feares arc awakened, and rheir peace 
difiurbed, by the deſire and expeRation of their head.

did call hims to. He was ſearce returned and his pre- 
ſence ſoarce knowne unts us, but new diſaſters deprive 
us of him;troubles are now butie in the North,and thi- 
ther muft he poſt downe tothaw their Jcy and diſcon- 
tenced diſpoſitions withrhe warme ſunne of his Illy.

Scotland, awake and cald hing 
back ag4ine, where They haue bin long tune bleſt wath 
the glorious Juftre of bis Royall perſon, and We have 
ſuffered a continual] and heavy night, by the mo yn- 
happy want of our Phxbus,out Joyes are eclipſed,end 
all the fclicity we 1atoy 15 as yer but Conceprie, groun- 
dedonly on rhe hope of his returne.. Pame is nor al- 
rogether a flatteres, for our languiſhing and dying de- 
fires 15 revived, & in our extremity 21m-oſt of deſp3ire 
isquickned with a cerraintyof his 2rivall the toy of this 
newes, with an vniuerſall acceppation,delichts rhe cre- 
dulovs Subie&, nor daring but to belceve what 1s the 
reach ana obie of rheir praycrs. 


This Citie being the Metropolis of rheſs his Domi- 
nions will be rhe chiefe inthe expreifion of rreirvyfaie 
ned gratitude for his molt defired - prefencr, ond the: 
expreſlc their toy inthat ſtire 2nd bonnr, as beFbefits 

O gracious aPrince, and ſuch Tovall Subjefts,notiting 
ſhall be wagtioghich may give atefttmony of fideli-

ty, but their expreſſions ſhall Paralcl! the cauſes of 
eheir moſt unlimited affeCtions. 
- His Majefty no ſooner prepared for his returne, but 
: they prepare thcir hearts for entertainment, fearing 
leaſt eherw Prince and joy, and joy for their Prince, 
fhould take them unprovided,their hearts 2re as Care- 
_ full to receive him worthily, as their defires ambiti- 
ous to behold him ſpeedily, their exultation will bee 
vniverſall, and the ſecurity of their Prince ſhall with 
equall content, fill every faithfull breaft, the ſtate and 
mpe wherewith he is received, is not ordinary,where 
the Right Honourable the Lord Major accompanied 
with the venerable Society and Court of Aldermen 
of this famous City, with all ſolcmnity attends his 
RoyalFperſan,the ſtrength end glory ofthisCity ſhall 
be his Attendants, and having now put of at the fight

to attend him and his bretiren rke Aldermen to Hogſ- 
don, there to meet his Majeſty,and thence to conduct 
his Royall perſon to G«#/d-hall, and in the afternoone 
ro his Royall Pallace atwefimimfter,with further ordes 
that the ſaid perſons weare their ſwords, lizewale the 
footmen to carry gu:lded Trunchions,and in the atter- 
noone their Torches one for every Company, to ridg 
on horſeback in a decent ſuite garnithed, and alſo Rib- 
bins of the colours of the ſaid Company, and for cye- 
uy Company a horſeman, 4 pendant with the coate of 

rmes of the ſaid Company, according to their de- 
grces, from the firſt tothe laſt, having in this worthy 
{tate and manney preſented themſelves unto his Maje- 
Ry, and conduAing him with great joy and pompe to 
Guzeld-Hall, where their liberall obedience, will ſcarce 
obtaine beliefe, and rhe varicty of proviſion {. cme fa- 
bulons. The plenty of ourNation is to mean to ſatisfie 
their deſire of entertainment,but their prodigall baun- 
ty is induſtriouſly buſic togive him Poſſeſſion of the 
riches and fulneſke of forraigne Nations, and by their 
deſires make him Manareh of the wholeUniverſc,here 
isdefe& in nothing ,which may both pleaſe che mind 
and delight the care, you may imagine the Entertain» 
ment and the day nigh ſpent, his Majeſty is reſolved to 
viſit bis deſolate Pallace at Feftmexſter but before his 
Maicfty lcaues the Ioyfull Citie, the Lord Major and 
Citizens of London preſent to his Majeſty 30000 
pounds as 8 teliimony of theirlove for his long defired 


preſence, ſo forſaking the Citie with the precedent 
Entertaiament, the whole -Pompe and glory of ahis 
Citic, aefire to atend him,but having marched as farre 
as Temple Barre,the Martial] Society. of weſftminſler 
in no lefſc ſtate, and ambitious deſire of ſervice, enter. 
taine his Majeſty, The City duty, and power are here 
both limited, the Traine Bauds geturne, but the Lord 
Major and his Brethren with the reft who were on 
borſeback proſecute their ſervice toY Fh:te-bal,where 
he is now almoſt arrived with generall joy and accla- 
mation,
